HITLER'S USE OF 
HIS VICTIMS 


LONDON, Feb. 14 (Reuter).—A 
variety of topics were discussed by 
British newspapers to-day. 
Commenting on Hitler's use of hls 
victims of conquest, the “Manchester 
Guardian” points out that a year ago, 
M. Coulondre, French Ambassador to 
Germany at the time when Hiller 
wos taking. over Czecho-Slovakia, 
was asked whit wits the real signi 
fleance of this move, . 

In a letter written’ on March 19. 
| 1939, he sugested that Hitler wanted 
to have nt his disposal. during the 
time of war a great reserve of Inbour 
and power and that supply from

Only in the adoption of Western 
armaments und methods of warfare 
has Japan been outstandingly suc- 
cessful, the Ambassador declared.

Dr. James Phinney Baxter, Presl- 
dent of Williams College, contended 
that the American Government is 
unwlsely shaping its neutrality policy 
upon the basis of our popular “likes 
and upon our moral disapprobation.” 

Declaring President Wilson's 
diplomatic victories before the World 
War permitted European neutrals to 
“breathe a little casier,” Dr. Baxter 
said tht Neutrality Act ond the im- 
position of combat zones had been 
“little short of disastrous” to neutral 
Old World natlons.

The American hospital at Neuilly 
previously had indicated it would 
form its own ambulance corps, but 
with the organization of the American 
fleld service, wounded will be tran- 
sported to the hospital from the front 
by the new arganization.

They also contri- 
buted to the ‘Franco-American 
muscum at Belancourt, which was 
dedicated by an American delegation 
in September, 1938. 

The service wilk probubly now ab- 
sorb ond centralise all. American 
medical units presently being or- 
ganized, including the Iroquois Am- 
bulance corps and the former Ameri- 
can Legion corps. 

Another American committee has 
‘been formed fo collect books with 
which to form circulating Hbrarics 
for the use of French soldiers at the 
front.

PARIS, (UP-By Air Express). 
—From the southern extremity 
of the Maginot. Line opposite 
the gap of Belford to the Medi- 
terranean stretches the quiet, 
300-mile long “white front.” 

In snows high in the Juras 
and the Alps where the fron- 
tiers are drawn across glaciers 
and inaccessible rocks, the 
French army is stretched along 
the borders of two neighbour- 
ing - neutrals—Switzerland and 
Italy. . 


Snowbound Army 


Snowbound at an altitude well 
over 6,000-fect . this army has not 
fired a shot but its mission {is vital 
because it protects France against a 
surprisa thrust if Hitler ever at- 
tempts to turn. one end of the 
Maginot Line by passing through a 
neutral corridor. French patrols on 
skis Keep a border watch which In 
many respects resembles conditions 
In Finland where ski corps also are 
playing a major role.

These hundreds of thousands of 
French troops are snowed in for the 
winter and are cut off from bases 
in the lower valcys, Snow and ice 
Which fl the Jura and Alpine passes, 
however, ore no barrier to invasion. 


Historical Precedents 


There are historical precedents be- 
cause Napoleon, in one of his first 
nverntions. took his whole army 
neross the Alps and dragyed his 
cannon through Saint Bernard Pass 
to fal! on the unsuspecting Italians 
in the Lombardy and Picdmont 
plains. And centuries -carller, Han- 
nibal and his Carthagenians—21B8 
BC.—crossed the Alps by the Mount’ 
Genevre Passes with elephant 
eavalry and battled the Romans in 
the lowland, Hannibal had half of 

§9 ‘African soldiers frozen to death 
im the Alps but Napoleon proved 
that a modern army could cross 
those high mountains without enor- 
mous losses although called upon to 
support intense suffering. 


Sportsman's Paradise 


Even for those troops holding the 
“white front’ {it is no .sinecure. 
Those Alpine slopes are normally 
winter sportsman’s paradise but night 
patrgls in biting frost are a flerce 
test of human endurance. 

The Alps are held from the French 
side by permanent fortresses of new 
conerete casements, ond every posi- 
tion communding the passes and 
valleys {s held with automatic arms. 
The French: general staff feels that 
no enemy. invader could pass, 

Three years ago work was begun 
in the blockhouses which, now com- 
bined with natural obstacles, appear 
to make this frontier impregnable. 
Every dominating position holds ob- 
servation posts and séeret air da- 
fences are elaborate. x 


Friondly Relations 


The troops enjoy correct and 
frlendly relations with the Swiss and 
ItaHan mountain ‘battalions mounting 
guard on-thelr sides of the frontier. 

Strategleally, the Juca mountain 
defences are coven more Important 
than those of the Alps. The Juras 
cover ah ‘area between the Alps and 
the Vosges and are directly north of 
Lake Geneva.

The youths will be members of 
the American Field Service 
Corps, volunteer ‘anmbulance 


‘drivers similar to the ones who 


carried more than 600,000 
wounded soldiers for the French 
army during the last war'before 
Amcrica became a belligerent. 
Ambassador William Bullitt has, 
accepted the post of honorary presli- 
dent of the committee {!n America 
which is now being formed. The 
committee, with sub-centres in all 
large cities in the United States, has 
obtained a cence from the State De- 
partment and‘ will begin to solicit 


funds soon, 


Sign Contract 

The State Department, committee 
heads said, has promised to extend 
all facilities In issuing passports .to 
men recommended by the committee. 
Men will sign a six-month contract 
with the committee. They will not 
be attached officially to the French 
army but will be under orders given 
by Americans. 

Ambulance sections sent to the 
front will be composed .of 32 am- 
bulances, of which two, Including a 
staff car and truck with kitchen 
trailer, will be held in. reserve. 
Thirty Americans will form the per- 
sonnel of cach section. 

In army zones, the volunteers will 
be subject to control by the military 


“authorities~ as are—~all~civillans-~-of- 


French and foreign nationality. The 
first unit Is not expected to go to the 
front for two or three months. 


New Organisation 

The American hospital: at Neuilly 
previously had indicated it would 
form its own ambulance corps, but

When the United States entered the 


30 sections in operation. Fifteen truck 
sections for transporting munitions 
had-been organized after America 
became a ‘belligerent, and these, as 
well as the ambulance scctlons, were 
Incorporated in the American Ex- 
peditionary Force. . : 

There were 3,000 volunteers from 
all states of the union and'from more 
than 190 universitics and colleges. 
They served with 66 French divisions 
and carried more than 500,000 wound- 
ed and over 6,000,000 shcils,

After the war, the fleld service con- 
tinued to maintain contact with the 
trustees In America, who sent relict 
funds to France. They also contri- 
buted to . the Franco-American 
muscum at Belancourt, which was 
dedicated by an American delegation 
in September, 1938. :

Medi- 
terranean stretches the quict, 
300-mile long “white front.” 
| In snows high in the Juras 
and the Alps where the fron- 
tiers are drawn across glaciers 
and inaccessible rocks, the 
French army is stretched along 
the borders of two neighbour- 
ing neutrals—Switzerland and 
Italy. . 


Snowbound Army 


Snowbound at an altitude well 
over 6,000-fecet this army has not 
fired a shot but its mission Is vital 
because It protects France against a 
surprise thrust if Hitler ever at- 
tempts, to turn one end of the 
Maginot Line by passing through a 
neutral corridor. French patrols on 
akls keep a border watch which in 
many respects resembles conditions 
in Finland where ski corps also are 
playing a major. role, 
Finns, theso French troops wear 
white smocks which make them al- 
most Invisible in tha snow, : 
. These hundreds of thousands of 

| French troops are snowed in for the 
winter ond ave cut off from bases 
in the lower valleys. Snow and ice 
which fill the Jura and Alpine passes, 
however, ore no barrier to Invasion. 


Historical Precedents 


There are historical precedents be- 
cause Napoleon, in one of his first 
oocrations, took: his whole army 
across the Alps and dragged his 
cannon through Saint Bernard Pass 
to fall on the unsuspecting Italians 
in_ the Lombardy und - Piedmont 
plains. 
nibal and his Carthagenians—216 
B.C.—crossed the Alps by the Mount 
Genevre: Passes with elephant 
cavalry_and battled the Romans in 
the lowland, Hannibal had half of 
his Africnn soldiers frozen to, death 
in the Alps but Napoleon proved 
that a. modern army could cross 
those high mountalns without cnor- 
mous losses although called upon to 


‘support Intense suffering. : 


Sportsman's Paradise 


Even for those troops holding the 
“white ‘front’ it is no  sinecure, 
Those Alpine slopes are normally a 
winter sportsman’s paradise but n ight 
patrols in biting frost are a flerce 
test o€ human endurance. 


The Alps are held from the French | 


side by permanent fortresses of new 
concrete casements, ond. every posi- 
tlon commanding the passes and 
valleys Js held with automatic arms, 
The French general staff feels that 
no enemy invader could pass. 

Three years ago work was begun 
in the blockhouses which, now com- 
bined with natural obstacles, appear 
to make this frontier impregnable. 
Every dominating position holds ob- 
servation posts and secret air.do- 
fences are elaborate. : 


Friondly Relations 


The troops enjoy. correct and 
friendly relationswith the Swiss and 
Italian mountain battalions mounting 
guard on their sides of the frontier. 

Strategically, the Jura mountain 
defences are even more important 
thon those of the Alps. The Juras 
cover qn area between the Alps and 
the Vosges and are directly north of 
Lake Geneva. They are lower’ and 
their rounded higher helghts are not 
comparable: to the jogged rocks of 
tho Alps but the Juras are the “stop- 
per for the Basle ..corridor bottle- 
neck.
